The  recommendations,  for  what  they  are  worth, 
owe  their  origin  to  the  activities  of  Mr.  H.  H. 
Stevens  in  Parliament  It  was  evidence  which  he 
brought  before  the  House  of  Commons  that  led  to 
the  appointment  of  the  Commission.  There  has  been 
so  Watch  smuggling  in  the  country  and  otherwise  eva- 
sions of  the  Customs  and  Pxcise  laws  that  the  Gov- 
ernment was  driven  to  reform  its  methods  even  before 
the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Com 
mission  were  made  public  The  services  have  been 
tightened  up,  and  while  it  is  hardly  likely  that  all  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commission  will  be  adopted 
by  Parliament  undoubtedly  something  will  be  done 
towards  reducing  the  smuggling  and  evasions  of  the 
law  which  have  been  so  prolific  in  the  past.  The 
report  is  a  voluminous  document  and  the  Commission 
was  an  expensive  one.  It  is  not  yet  known  what  the 
putting  into  effect  of  its  recommendations  would  cost 
the  country,  though  doubtless  that  aspect  will  be 
thoroughly  debated  in  Parliament  during  the  present 
session,  in  the  event  of  legislation  being  devised.

He  can  pick  and  choose 
between  a  multiplicity  of  foodstuffs,  but  should  do  so 
always  having  in  mind  the  three  main  elements  into 
which  food  is  divided.  The  secret  of  good  health 
for  the  many  is  a  combination  of  diet  and  exercise, 
coupled  with  clean  living.  This  secret  is  a  matter 
within  the  range  of  personal  medicaments,  provided 
always  that  exercise  is  not  overdone,  or  underdone, 
and  that  there  is  the  necessary  knowledge  of  food 
elements  and  their  effects.  It  is  a  question  of  fust 
principles,  and  we  doubt  if  the  knowledge  of  these 
is  being  greatly  aided  by  the  surplusage  of  health 
articles  which  now  flood  the  daily  press.

The  political  order  In  this  part 
of  the  world  seems  to  be  fairly  sta- 
ble Neither  In  the  United  States 
nor  In  Canada  is  there  any  appar- 
ently popular  demands  for  a  polit- 
ical, social,  industrial  or  religious 
revolution.  The  conditions  in 
Europe  are  not  so  solid.  In  Great 
Britain  one  of  the  old  hLstorical 
political  parties  is  dying,  if  it  is  not 
practically  dead.  The  British  Lib- 
eral Party  has  committed  political 
suicide.  It  cuts  a  pitiful  figure  in 
by-elections.  It  probably  will  cut 
no  figure  at  all  In  the  pending  gen- 
eral election,  notwithstanding  the 
munificent  campaign  fund  with 
which  it  has  been  endowed  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  financial  genius  of  Mr. 
David  Lloyd  George.  For  all  prac- 
tical purposes  there  are  but  two 
political  parties  in  Britain,  the  Con- 
servative party  and  the  Labor  party, 
one  representing  progressive  but 
safe  and  sound  measures,  the  other 
demanding  changes  regardless  of 
consequences.  There  are  two  wings 
to  the  Labor  party,  a  revolutionary 
wing  and  an  evolutionary  wing  If 
the  electors  are  willing  "to  take  a 
chance"  and  elect  the  Labor  party 
to  power,  no  one  knows  whether  the 
revolutionary  element  or  the  evolu- 
tionary element  in  the  party  will 
dominate  the  councils  of  the  Gov- 
ernment or  whether  the  constitu- 
tional system  advocated  by  Ramsay 
Mac-Donald  will  prevail.  But  of 
course  the  ultimate  responsibility 
is  with  the  people,  and  they  will 
be  blamed  If  the  chance  they  have 
taken  should  prove  disastrous  to  the 
country.

If  the  voters  in  Britain  decide 
that  the  time  has  come  to  pull 
down  old  and  established  lnstitu-  I 
tions  without  any  assurance  of  bet- 
ter institutions  being  established  in 
their  place,  that  Is  their  business, 
and.  as  a  correspondent  points  out. 
their  responsibility.  It  certainly  is 
none  of  our  business;  but  we  shall 
watch  the  results  with  curiosity, 
and  probably  the  results  will  not  be 
without  profit  to  the  people  of 
Canada  For  although  the  people 
of  thLs  country  are  Inherently  con- 
servative in  their  political  and  all 
other  principles,  they  occasionally 
change  their  Governments  Neither

Sir.— There  has  been  a  consider- 
able amount  of  talk  and  writing 
ubout  the  Anglo-Catholics  in  Eng- 
land.

LONDON.  Ont  Jan  28  Miss 
Robertson,  of  Ottawa,  who  spent  ihf 
past  Summer  as  a  vt>lunteer  worker 
under  the  Orenfell  Mission,  at  Mm 
ton  Bay.  on  the  Labrador  coast,  was 
the  interesting  speaker  at  a  meeting 
of  the  locAl  branch  of  the  mission  in 
this  city. 

"Because  these  people  have  lived 
under  the  direct  influence  of  nature 
for  so  long  without  contact  with  the 
outside  world,  they  have  a  quaint 
charm  and  naive  culture  that  en 
dears  them  to  all  the  workers  who

Robertson  paid  high  tribute  to  the 
work  of  the  mission  nurses  She 
pointed  cut  that  they  spend  them 
selves  tirelessly  In  the  service  of  the 
people  of  the  const  She  marie  an 
appeal  for  txx>ks  for  these  work.  ;

ROBERT  O'HARA  BURKE  was 
Inspector  of  the  Melbourrif 
Force  when  he  was  placed  In 
of  his  successful,  but  ill-fated,  expedition, 
v  Inch  had  for  Its  main  object  the  discovery 
ol  a  road  across  Australia  from  south  to  north. 
Shortly  after  leaving  Melbourne  on  August  30, 
I860,  he  divided  his  force  into  two  sections, 
with  one  of  which  he  proceeded  in  advance 
to  Coopers  Creek,  which  is  situated  about 
midway  across  the  continent,  and  where  he 
had  decided'  to  establish  a  depot  before 
venturing  Into  the  unknown  northern  territory. 
An  old  settler  named  Wright  was  given  the 
leadership  of  the  second  section,  which  had 
charge  of  the  bulk  of  Burke  s  supplies,  and  he 
was  instructed  to  follow 
speedily  as  possible 

Burke  waited  at  Coopers  Creek  for  several 
weeks,  but  Wright  ftiled  to  arrive  as  expected, 
and  finally  Burke  decided  to  again  divide  his 
party  and  start  on  the  second  stage  of  his 
Journey.  The  depot  was  placed  in  charge  of 
a  man  named  Brahe  who  was  given  definite 
instruct  ions  that  he  must  not  leave  his  post 
until  Burke's  return,  except  under  circum- 
stances of  absolute  necessity,  and  on  Decem- 
ber lfl  Burke  commenced  his  trip  into  the  un- 
known wilds,  being  accompanied  by  William 
John  Wills,  whose  name  will  ever  be  as- 
foriated  with  his  own.  two  other  men  Cray 
SBd  King,  a  horse  and  six  camels. 

The  party  made  Its  way  slowly  but  surely 
across  a  series  of  salt  marshes  and  arid  deserts 
for  over  a  month,  when  a  succession  of  heavy 
lainstorms  rendered  the  ground  unsuitable 
for  the  further  progress  of  the  camels,  and 
the  animals  had  to  be  left  behind  with  Oray 
King,  while  Burke  and  Wills  with  the 
nade  a  dash  for  the  Northern  Coast. 
The  Oulf  of  Carpentaria  was  reached  on 
February  11.  and  the  two  men  rested  for  a 
few  days  at  a  spot  close  to  the  site  of  the 
present  town  of 


Cooper's  Creek,  where  a 
ment  awaited  them. 

The  depot  was  deserted,  for  Brahe  had 
started  south  a  few  hours  before  their  arrival, 
leaving  behind  a  note  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
seen  nothing  of  the  second  section  in  charge 
of  Wright  Some  food  left  at  the  depot  pro- 
vided the  starving  men  with  their*  first  satis- 
fying meal  for  three  weeks,  but  they  were  too 
weak  and  exhausted  to  hope  to  overtake  Brahe  s 
party,  and  after  a  brief  rest  they  made  a  futile 
attempt  to  reach  the  nearest  settlement.  The 
two  camels  died  and  supplies  of  food  came  to 
an  end  before  the  three  men  had  covered  half 
their  Journey,  and  Burke  and  Wills  perished 
lrom  starvation  and  exhaustion,  but  King  was 
*aved  from  death  by  a  wandering  band  of 
natives. 

When  Brahe  reached  home  he  stated  that 
he  had  met  Wright  soon  after  he  had  started 
on  his  Journey  south,  and  that  they  had  re- 
turned together  to  Cooper's  Creek,  where  they 
had  failed  to  find  any  trace  of  the  return  of 
Burke  snd  his  companions  The  negligence 
and  disobedience  of  Brahe  and  Wright  was 
mainly  responsible  for  the  disasters  whirh 
overtook  their  leaders,  and  If  they  had  made 
a  careful  search  at  Cooper's  Creek  they  would 
have  found  the  letters  and  documents  left 
there  by  Burke  and  Wills  These  records  were

Their  heads  are  round,  with  flat  muzzles 
covered  with  spme-hke  whiskers.  Their  dis- 
tinguishing feature  is  the  pair  of  ivory  tusks, 
from  -'0  to  ^2  inches  in  length,  extending 
downward  from  the  upper  Jaw.  which  are  used  • 
to  dig  shellfish  from  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
und  to  aid  the  animals  in  hauling  themselves 
out  of  the  water  onto  the  Ice.  Large  as 
walruses  are,  their  food  consists  principally 
i  clams,  shrimps,  starfish  and  other  similar 
marine  organisms.  Occasionally  one  will  ac- 
quire a  taste  for  other  food  and  thus  become 
u  seal-killer,  but  such  cases  are  probably  rare. 
Excepting  for  the  tusks  and  their  great  size, 
walruses  look  very'  much  like  seals. 

They  are  rarely  seen  at  any  great  distance 
from  land  or  Ice.  and  seem  to  prefer  the 
latter,  floating  with  It  on  Its  seasonal  migra- 
tions, north  and  south.  While  they  spend 
most  of  their  lives  In  the  water,  and  procure 
Iheir  food  from  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  they 
must  come  to  the  surface  regularly  to  breathe. 

The  sight  of  walruses  raised  the  spirits  of 
(he  Eskimos  They  gathered  on  the  forecastle- 
head,  imitating  the  walrus-call,  laughing  and 
talking  with  great  animation  Hut  hunting 
iould  not  begin  until  we  reached  the  ice.  for 
when  shot  in  the  water  walruses  almost  al- 
ways sink.

I  ATE  liiac  evening  we  entered  a  field  of 
*^  loose  Ice  and  before  it  got  too  dark  we  could 
see  black  specks  dotted  about  on  the  floes 
which  were  said  to  be  walruses.  The  course 
was  altered  to  work  round  the  ice-field, 
which  was  not  very  extensive,  and  about  mid- 
night the  ship  was  hove  to  for  the  night. 

At  dawn  wc  were  off  on  our  course  once 
more,  working  westward  parallel  with  the 
Siberian  Coast  The  Ice  we  had  seen  the 
previous  evening  was  now  out  of  sight,  astern, 
but  wc  had  little  doubt  there  would  be  nii^ch 
more  ahead  of  us  It  could  be  expected  any- 
where along  the  coast,  extending  off  shore  for 
twei.^y-flve  or  thirty  miles.  At  that  time  of 
year  It  would  carry  large  herds  of  walruses, 
mostly  males. 

About  8  a.m.  we  encountered  a  large  field 
of  heavy  ice  extending  as  far  ahead  as  we 
could  see.  The  captain  changed  the  course 
If  follow  the  edge  of  the  pack  northward  and 
went  aloft  to  conn  the  ship  and  locate  the 
walrus  herds.  They  were  soon  seen  dotting 
the  Ice  in  all  directions. 

The  Ice-field  lay  in  a  triangular  area  with 
its  base  resting  on  Cape  Serdlze,  about  twenty- 
five  miles  west  of  us.  and  extending  north  -

iction  thereafter  was  too  fast  for  me 
and  I  was  almost  deafened  by  the  shots 
being  fired  on  both  sides  of  me  within  a 
lew  inches  of  my  ears  I  was  on  the  side  of 
the  boat  nearest  the  walruses  and  consequently 


In  a  few  minutes  they  were  almost  lmt  to 
sight  amid  the  ice-canes,  hut  their  courses 
.could  be  followed  by  careful  scrutiny  as  they 
rose  and  fell  with  the  swell,  working  ever 
nearer  the  herds  of  sleeping  walruses. 

The  captain  called  down  to  me  to  climb  tj 
the  crow  s  nest  to  watch  the  boats  approach 
the  herds.  The  wind  whistled  pretty  sharply 
up  there  and  I  had  difficulty  in  keeping  the 
water  out  of  my  eyes  sufficiently  to  see  any- 
Ihuig.  but  by  concentrating  my  attention  on 
one  boat  to  the  exclusion  of  all  else  I  wus 
able  to>  follow  It  as  it  twisted  among  the  ice- 
cakes  From  that  point  of  vastagc  I  was  ah?o 
able  to  see  thousands  of  walruses  in  bunchc3 
of  from  two  or  three  to  several  do/en 

The  floes  were  made  up  of  iee-cakes  of  all 
sizes,  some  only  a  few  rods  across,  others  cf 
an  acre  or  more,  and  others  again  several 
square  miles  in  area  In  places  they  touched 
and  ground  against  one  another,  but  generally 
there  was  more  or  less  open  water  between 
them  In  that  part  of  the  Arctic  there  arc 
no  icebergs,  as  such.  Bergs  consist  of  ice 
discharged  from  glaciers.  The  Ice-floes  alons 
the  Siberian  Coast  consist  of  ocean  ice  piled 
by  pressure  and  overlapping  into  great,  heap,. 
In  some  places  from  sixty  to  one  hundred  leet 
lr.

*the  day  had  by  no  means  ended  for  the

or  blubber,  about  four  Inches  in  thickness.  This 
contains  a  great  deal  of  oil  and  is  often  saved 
for  rendering,  but  Captain  Lane  wished  to  save 
only  the  skins  and  Ivory.

and  the  brains  of  the  ship.  An  error  of  a  few 
second.-,  might  result  in  the  loss  of  the  vessel 
and  the  lives  of  all  on  board.

The»swell  alter- 
nately shot  us  up  so  that  we  could  sec  over

\\r  ALKUHES  usually  prefer  I  small  cj-k" 
lying  out  a  bit  from  the  mam  ice-field 
— probably  to  guard  against  surprise  by  polav 
bears  and  on  this  they  lie  huddled,  some- 
time:; so  many  as  to  cause  the  ice-cake  almost 
to  sink  under  their  weight  At  time,,  more 
w  ill  try  to  climb  on  a  single  cake  than  It  can 
accommodate  and  several  will  be  able  to 
l-.ang  on  only  by  their  tusks,  letting  their 
bodies  float  alongside.  They  lie  asleep  facing 
the  direction  from  which  the  wind  is  coming. 
Their  sense  of  smell  is  keen,  but  their  sisht 
Is  poor,  and  hearing  probably  little  better. 

The  boat  I  was  watching  approached  so 
closely  to  the  ice-cake  on  which  a  number  of 
walruses  were  huddled  that  It  looked  to  me 
as  if  the  Eskimos  could  poke  them  with  their 
rifle  barrels  Then  I  saw  the  hunters  rise  to 
their  feet  in  the  boat;  the  next  moment  there 
was  a  great  splashing,  walruses  leaping  into 
the  water  in  all  directions;  and  a  few  seconds 
later  the  staccato  barking  or  the  rifles  came 
to  our  ears,  followed  a  minute  later  by  strag- 
p-t'w-r  sho' -  as  walrus  heads  appeared  in  the 
water.  On  the  ice  remained  two  dark 
blotches. 

Walruses  must  be  killed  Instantly  or  they 
are  lost.  They  lie  mostly  so  near  the  edge  of 
the  ice  that  one  leap  Is  sufficient  to  take  them 
Into  the  water  Even  If  hit  hard  enough  to 
die  eventually,  they  nearly  always  sin):  if  they 
get  info  the  sea.  Therefore  the  head  is  really 
the  only  safe  spot  In  which  to  hit  them.  Even 
then  although  quite  dead,  if  the  ice  slopes 
toward  the  water  they  are  likely  to  slip  off. 
And  if  there  is  any  swell  the  plunging  of  the 
ice  will  cause  those  nearest  the  edge  to  slide 
or  roll  off.  Generally  there  lr.  little  or  no 
swell  some  distance  in  from  the  edge  of  the 
ire.  but  It  is  Impossible  to  get  a  large  vessel 
in  there  for  loading,  and  consequently  we 
had  to  work  along  the  outer  edge  of  the  pack

Used  For 


tHOM  mill  waste  a  valuable  product  called 
wood  flour  Ls  obtained  It  Is  not  good  for 
food,  but  the  Natural  Resources  Intelligence 
Service  tells  that  the  mill  waste  most  suitable 
to  the  manufacture  of  wood  flour  is  that  de- 
rived from  coniferous  trees.  Spruce,  fir  and 
pine  are  the  chief  woods  used  in  Europe  to 
produce  the  highest  grades  of  wood  flour 
Similar  species  are  represented  in  Canada  by 
our  true  Mrs.  white  pines  and  spruces. 

The  uses  of  wood  flour  arc  numerous  and 
diversified,  ranging  all  the  way  from  dolls  to 
dynamite.  But  chief  among  the  many  dlf- 
lerent  products  into  which  wood  flour  enters 
as  an  important  constituent  are  the  foilowini; 
Linoleum,  dynamite,  bakelite.  Bakelite  is  used 
as  a  filler  Bakelite  has  great  possibilities  in 
1  he  industrial  field;  some  of  the  common  ap- 
plications of  the  moulded  product  are  seen  in 
radio  dials,  billiard  balls,  coral  beads,  fountain 
pens,  pipe  stems,  radiator  caps,  etc. 

The  present  production  of  wood  flour  in 
Canada  is  limited  to  that  of  a  plant  in  Ot- 
tawa which  has  been  in  operation  since  early 
last  year  1 1927) . 

According  to  a  recent  survey,  approximately 
1000  tons  of  wood  flour,  all  of  which  were 
imported  from  the  Untied  States,  were  con- 
sumed in  192S  in  the  explosive  and  linoleum 
industries. 

It  is  but  a  short  time  since  sawdust  wa.s 
considered  the  most  useless  thing  in  the 
world  With  wood  flour  at  $25  or  $40  a  ton 
mill  waste  will  .soon  be  too  valuable  to  burn

Verehes  for  Our  Canaries

The  writer  does  not  mean  that  there  should 
necessarily  be  ridges  on  the  stick,  but  the 
more  closely  it  resembles  the  branch  of  a  tree, 
the  easier  it  will  be  for  the  bird  to  clutch  it. 

It  has  been  observed  by  canary  lovers  that 
some  birds  suffer  through  the  polished  perches 
found  in  cages.  Upon  elimination  of  the  pet  s' 
feet  it  was  found  that  they  were  quite  raw. 
through  the  continual  chafing  caused  by  at- 
tempts to  cling  to  the  slippery  surface  of  the 
perch.  The  experiment  of  a  "home-made" 
perch  was  then  tried  in  all  the  birds  cages, 
with  the  result  that  the  canaries'  feet  were 
eventually  in  good  condition 

Many  people  spend  time  and  money  in  se- 
lecting a  large  and  handsome  cage  for  their 
pet  canary,  in  order  to  give  it  space  and  com- 
fort But  they  do  not  know  that  the  attrac- 
tive perch  in  the  gilded  cage  will  eventually 
torture  lis  tiny  feet. 

Few  birds  give  as  much  in  return  for  their 
board  and  lodging  as  the  canary  The  som:

He  loves  the  sea  with  deep  affection  and 
had  his  house  built  on  a  strand  in  Vendee,  al- 
most entirely  surrounded  by  water,  and  he 
writes  there,  overlooking  the  blue  ocean 
flowers  in  profusion  bloom  on  his  property, 
tut  he  will  not  have  them  tended  by  other 
hands  He  conducts  various  horticultural  ex- 
periments, but  without  assistance.  He  hates 
newspapers  and  will  only  read  the  headlines  of 
one.  The  Petit  Parlsicn. 

He  will  write  only  at  a  table  shaped  like  a 
horseshoe,  at  which  he  sits  comfortably,  sur- 
rounded by  huge  piles  of  papers.  He  loves 
dancing 

Recently  he  attended  a  "soiree  1  at  the  home 
ol  old  family  friends.  A  number  of  young 
people  who  were  present  made  the  phono- 
graph play  so  fast  that  Clemenceau.  trying  to 
keep  pace  with  It,  soon  was  out  of  breath.  So 
each  time  he  passed  the  instrument  he  pushed 
the  button  which  reduced  its  speed  and  went 
OA  dancing.  Each  time  the  young  people 
passed  they  restored  the  button  to  its  former 

"Is  the  music  too  fast  for  you?"  one  of  the 
young  ladies  asked.  He  said:  "No.  but  when  I 
learned  to  dance  I  was  taught  to  do  tt  as 
though  I  enjoyed  it  and  not  as  though  I  were 
running  to  catch  a  train!"

The  ex -Premier  was  asked  to  outline  his 
philosophy  of  life.  "After  assimilating  various 
philosophical  systems,  my  own  stands  between 
the  dualism  of  Descartes,  who  separated  all 
things  into  two  heterogeneous  substances,  and 
the  monism  of  Spinoza,  who  held  that  all  are 
ibsorbed  in  one  divine  substance.  So  far  as 
Mibstancc  Is  concerned.

<  fflcient  cause  of  all  things.  I  hold  that  the 
ultimate  reality  of  substance  is  force,  each 
mcnad  having  an  inherent  striving  property, 
the  ultimate  aim  of  (lod  s  universe  being  per- 
Irrtion  1  recognize  the  presence  of  evil,  but 
believe  in  its  final  suppression,  thus  contend- 
ing that  this  is  the  best  possible  world,  and 
that  faith  and  reason  are  essentially  har- 
monious. 

"Work  Is  the  means  of  extracting  this  reality 
1rom  substance,  work  will  light  the  way  to 
ultimate  perfection.  Only  through  work  may 
we  realize  ourselves  truly  and  fully  Just  as 
bt bur  paves  the  roadways  for  humans  to  walk 
upon,  labor  will  pave  the  path  to  glory  Work!

"What  Is  Signora  Mussolini  like?  Donna 
Racheles  antecedents,  like  those  of  her 
husband,  are  of  the  humblest.  She  was  born 
In  a  peasant's  stone  hut  In  the  commune  of 
Predappio.  near  Forli.  in  Northern  Italy. 
Ouido  Agostini.  her  father,  a  farmhand  on 
the  estate  of  Slgnor  Zoll.  died  early  and  left 
his  wife,  Anna,  to  bring  up  the  family,  by 
tireless  manual  labor.  Rachele  began  to  work 
as  soon  as  she  could  walk,  helping  to  feed  the 
animals,  to  clean  the  little  hut  and,  as  early 
as  five,  to  bring  water  proudly  from  the 
fountain  on  her  head.

"A  fellow  townsman  of  hers  in  Predappio 
was  Benito  Mussolini,  son  of  the  village  school- 
teacher and  the  village  blacksmith;  and  while, 
being  seven  years  older,  he  never  noticed  her 
then,  it  may  be  that  years  later,  when  they 
met  again,  the  fact  that  she  spoke  the  same 
dialect  and  knew  the  same  people  back  home 
put  her  ahead  of  the  other  girls  who  were 
setting  their  caps  at  the  swarthy,  haughty 
young  Socialist. 

"In  1905  Mussolini's  father  opened  an 
osteria  or  peasant  madhouse,  on  the  outskirts 
of  Forli  He  called  it  l'Agnello  <Thc  Lambi. 
This  venture  was  a  modest  one.  Alessandro 
Mussolini's  Inn  confined  Itself  to  serving  wine 
and  macaroni  and.  occasionally,  roast  kid.  to 
the  passing  truckmen  and  laborers.  But  there 
were  rooms  to  be  cleaned  and  dishes  to  be 
washed,  so  Anna  .widow  of  Ouldo  Agostini). 
his  partner  and  cook,  sent  for  her  daughter. 
Rachele.  The  two  women  henceforth  divided 
the  work  of  the  inn.  while  Mussolini  senior 
r>pent  his  days  drinking,  arguing,  and  playing 
cards  or  bowls  with  his  guests.

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"Now  the  stage  was  set  for  the  return  of 
the  already -talked -of  inn-keepers  son.  Just 
expelled,  after  five  years'  residence  in  Switzer- 
land 1  or  his  political  activities.  He  was 
twenty-four.  Rachele  seventeen.  He  lived  at 
his  father's  osteria  OHreral  months,  and  during 
his  stay  the  quiet  Lamb  might  far  better  have 
been  called  the  Lion.

OW  the  evenings  at  the  Lamb,  always 
animated,  took  on  a  more  heated  and 
serious  political  character  Rachele.  emerging 
from  the  cool  cellar  with  fresh  measure*  of 
wine  for  the  guests,  would  listen,  spellbound, 
to  young  Mussolini's  fiery  orations  There 
were  plenty  of  people  to  warn  her  against 
such  a  suitor.  Benito's  father  himself,  with 
the  authority  of  an  employer,  forbade  her  to 
listen  to  his  son.  Naturally  all  this  was  of 
no  avail,  and  In  the  little  osteria  their  love 
affair 


Mussolini  soon  went  off  to  .Austria,  where 
he  promptly  got  himself  into  trouble  by  his 
radical  activities,  and  was  presently  expelled.

Donald,  already  the  author  of  some  of  the 
richest  stanzas  which  any  native  poet  has  pro- 
duced, was  wandering  footloose  about  Canada, 
ctoring  up  the  material  for  much  of  his  later 
work,  and  viewing  life  lrom  many  odd  angles 
In  those  days  his  skill  In  legerdemain  was 
better  known  than  his  skill  in  the  manipula- 
tion of  beautiful  words.  In  privacy  he  Juggled 
rhyme  and  metre,  but  before  the  public  he 
Juggled  roliyi.  cards  and  handkerchiefs. 

The  world  holds  few  Important  poets  pos- 
sessed of  the  artistic  versatility  which  distin- 
guishes Wilson  MacDonald.  for  his  genius  has 
found  still  other  mediums  of  expression  than 
that  of  poetry  and  of  legerdemain 

Few  of  the  many  who  today  hearken  to  the 
music  of  hLs  singing  words  are  aware  that  he 
plays  the  piano  with  feeling  and  ability  And 
how  many  among  the  readers  of  his  "Songs  of 
the  Prairieland"  and  "Out  of  the  Wilderness  ' 
know  that  he  has  composed  the  music  and 
wnttcn  the  words  of  several  amateur  musical 
productions? 

Tn  yet  another  field,  one  much  neglected  in 
modem  lime*,  he  gtands  predominant.  In  this 
age  of  typewriter*.  Wilson  MacDonald  is  a 
master  of  chlrographv  Not  content  with 
composing  beaut  i!ul  poetry,  he  transcribes  It 
beautifully.  Those  who  possess  coptes  of  his 
poems  in  his  owr  hand  and  ornamented  with 
the  exquisitely  dmcate  pen-and-ink  borders 
and  designs  to  wSlch  he  devoted  such  pains- 
taking care  valua  them  highly  as  having  more 
than  a  single  claim  to  artistic  worth. 

Now  that  Wilton   Mi  '  >onald  pursues  his 
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upon  which,  like  a  homing  pigeon,  he  once 
more  "returned  to  Forli  and  Rachele."  In 
1912  he  was  appointed  editor  of  the  Socialist 
paper,  Avantl.  with  headquarters  in  Milan 
Thither  the  little  family-  father,  mother  and 
their  daughter  Edda  removed  and  there  they 
spent  the  next  ten  years  in  very  moderate  cir- 
cumstances. 

"No  doubt  the  Mussolini  household  had  its 
ups  and  downs;  during  this  period  he  was 
twice  in  Jail:  also  Benito's  Imperious  disposi- 
tion, his  intense  absorption  In  his  work,  his 
year  spent  at  the  front  must  not  be  forgotten. 
But  the  Mussolini  famdy  circumstances  were 
not  radically  unlike  those  of  their  neighbors 
until  1922.  By  this  time  Mussolini  had  made 
himself  the  strongest  man  in  Italy  Then 
came  the  historic  march  on  Rome."  from 
which  he  did  not  return." 

The  husband  s  translation  to  loftier  spheres 
had  but  little  effect  upon  the  household  that 
he  left  behind.  The  Fascist  leader  might  tread 
the  difficult  path  to  glory,  but  for  his  wife 
and  children  the  more  humdrum  ways  of 
middle-class  Italian  life  must  still  be  safer. 

"While  her  husband  advised  kings  and 
created  cabinets,  Signora  Mussolini  In  her 
stmple  apartment  in  Milan  went  on  living  the 
life  of  any  conscientious  Italian  wife.  With 
the  help  of  one  or  two  servants  she  continued 
to  superintend  all  the  details  of  the  house- 
keeping, and  personally  accompanied  the  boys 
to  and  from  school.  The  boys  (Bruno,  now 
nine;  Vlttorlo.  eleven),  as  might  be  expected, 
are  always  on  the  point  of  exploding  with 
physical  vitality,  a  state  of  affairs  which,  the 
neighbors  say.  their  father  encourages  on  his 
brief  visits  home.

44  L^DDA.  who  has  Just  turned  the  comer 
into  womanhood.  Is  the  most  like  her 
father.  Recently  she  refused  to  remain  at 
the  Florentine  convent  school,  to  which  her 
family  had  sent  her.  I  would  rather.'  she  Is 
reported  to  have  said,  'see  the  world,'  and  her 
father  has  agreed  that  she  shall. 

"With  such  a  family  of  children,  and  now 
of  course  more  than  ever  (since  the  recent 
birth  of  a  fourth  child  >  Donna  Rachele  Is  a 
very  busy  woman.    Is  she  contented? 

'Her  title  of  'Donna'  came  to  her  when  her 
husband  received  the  highest  political  honor 
In  Italy,  the  Collar  of  the  Annunzlata.  which 
makes  them  both  'cousins  of  the  king.'  With 
It.  even  disregarding  her  husbands  official 
position,  she  could  knock  at  any  door  if  she 
were  socially  ambitious. 

"She  Is  still  young,  not  yet  forty.  She  It 
vigorous  and  attractive.  'And  her  recently  cut 
hair  and  modish  clothes  testify  to  an  adapt- 
ability rare  in  those  of  peasant  stock.  Oossip 
has  coupled  her  ramous  husband's  name  with 
more  than  one  brilliant  woman  of  the  world, 
but  It  Is  Indisputable  that  when  disaster 
threatens  him— as.  for  Instance,  it  did  after 
the  attempt  on  his  life  nt  Bologna— It  Is  with 
his  wife  that  he  seeks  repose  and  security. 

"Since  the  pathetically  short  two  years  of 
schooling  in  Romagna.  Donna  Rachele  has 
studied,  with  her  husband  and  alone.  Perhaps 
she  understands  something  of  what  her  hus- 
band is  doing.  Certainly  she  understands  him. 

"Mussolini's  own  father  said  to  her  yeart 
ago:  Do  not  let  yourself  think  of  that  young 
man.  It  would  be  better  for  you  to  throw 
yourself  under  a  train  Married  to  him.  you 
will  have  neither  happiness  nor  peace."

The  story  which  has  been  dug  out  of  the

J-J  OW  James  A.  Hughes,  the  father  of  the 
Teck- Hughes  mines  in    Northern  On- 
tario, struck  his  first  gold  is    an  interesting 
ttory.   Here  It  to. 

After  having  joined  In  the  rush  to  the 
Yukon  In  98  and  finally  making  Dawson  City, 
•  Jim,"  as  he  is  known  throughout  the  North, 
was  confronted  with  the  problem  of  dispos- 
ing of  the  oxen  which  he  had  used  as  beasts 
of  burden  in  the  long,  laborious  trek 

"I  was  sauntering  along  the  strce:  Just  after 
getting  into  Dawson."  said  Mr  Hughes  to  the 
writer,  "when  I  came  upon  a  woman  Some- 
how or  other  the  Idea  struck  me  to  ask  her  if 
she  wanted  to  buy  some  beef.  She  said  she 
did.  explaining  that  her  husband  was  a  sick 
prospector  who  needed  some  good  beef  and 
broth  to  strengthen  him  during  the  Winter 
for  the  coming  year.  I  told  her  about  tho 
oxen  and  she  said:  "Set  your  price.' 

"I  told  her  It  would  be  eighty-five  cent*  a 
pound.  She  agreed  on  the  amount  and  advised 
me  to  bring  the  beef  up  to  the  scales  and  that 
she  would  weigh  out  the  gold.  'Haven  t  you 
any  money  here?'  I  asked  Her  reply  was  that 
there  was  nothing  but  gold.  Well,  gold  was 
good  enough  for  me.  and  from  that  day  on  I 
started  In  the  gold  business.  The  oxen  I  and 
my  companions  bought  at  Olenora  for  $100 
brought  us  $400  each  In  real  gold  at  Dawson." 
Some  of  the  beef,  of  course,  was  disposed  of 
by  sales  to  restaurants.  But  tliat  was  the  un- 
usual manner  In  which  the  discoverer  of  mines 
In  the  north  country  acquired  his  first  real 
gold. 

Mr.  Hughes,  who  left  the  farm  of  hl%  par- 
ents near  Perth,  stated  that  he  was  offered 
the  mining  property  he  bought  In  1912  for 
*500.  I  took  an  option  on  a  quarter  interest." 
he  asserted,  "to  find  gold  within  sixty  days. 
I  divided  that  interest  with  Sandy  Mclntyre. 
He  and  I  were  partners  for  years.  Well.  I 
found  the  gold  within  the  sixty  days. 

"I  went  back  to  Jack  Rlmsbottom.  who 
owned  the  rest,  and  I  told  him:  'You  have  an 
awful  good  property.  But,  I  said.  I  have  not 
enough  interest  In  It  to  bother  with  it.' 

"He  said:  'What's  that?'  I  told  htofl  that  I 
wanted  the  other  three-quarters  Interest.  For 
$500?"  he  asked.  'No.'  I  said.  Ill  give  you 
$1,000  tomorrow  and  $25,000  within  three 
months.'  He  and  his  wife  were  there  at  the 
time  and  they  were  overjoyed.  They  took  It 
on  and  so  did  I." 

As  well  as  clever  men  and  women  being 
numbered  among  the  motley,  surging  throngs 
ol  Dawson  In  those  early  days.  Mr.  Hughe i 
told  the  writer  that  there  was  also  a  goodly 
representation  of 'as  notorious  rcoundrcl*  and 
a*  rascally  blackguards  as  the  mwt  scurrilous 
corners  of  the  earth  rould  produce  "You 
could  find  any  company  you  wished."'  he  de-  • 
tlared.  "It  was  up  to  you  to  choose  and  with 
that  choice  to  set  your  foot  on  the  right  or  the 
wrong  road  I  have  seen  big.  husky  men  alt 
down  and  cry  after  losing  all  their  savings  at 
cards  and  I  ha.e  reen  others  cry  like  babies 
after  they  spent  their  money  on  sprees.  In 
those  days  It  was  nothing  to  spend  a  couple 
of  hupdred  dollars  in  a  .bar.  Some  would 
come  In  and  treat  all  there  for  the  afternoon. 
If  you  didn't  spend  two  hundred  dollars  you 
were  a  cheap  guy." 

Again  returning  to  the  lighter  side  of  life 
there,  we  will  put  down  Mr  Hughes'  lmpres- 
nons  of  «ome  dances  he    witnessed,  though 

never  took  part  in. 

"You  had  to  pay  so  much  every  dance."  he 
Informed  "The  men  would  come  in  with 
pokes  They  would  shake  the  gold  dust  out  on 
M-ales  that  the  man  who  ran  the  place  had. 
Most  of  those  dancing  would  be  drunk,  and. 
shaking  out  their  pay  for  the  dance  with  a 
none  too  steady  hand,  a  lot  of  the  dust  would 
fall  on  the  velvet  or  plush  underneath  the 
scales  The  fellow  weighing  out  the  gold 
would  sweep  t.hl*  up  afterward*  and  pocket  It. 
And  believe  me,  there  was  a  lot  of  dust  picked 
up  that  way."

Bar.  are  mining,  he  Is  engaged  a*  well  In  nOvr 
vast  undertakings  Qm  of  these  to  the  bulla - 
lng  of  a  town.

Nationalism  in  China 
And  Japan  Contrasted

The 
accumulation  of  merit  through  do- 
mestic improvement  and  the  in- 
culcation In  the  people  of  a  devo- 
tion to  public  service  receive  the 
scantiest  possible  attention  in 
Chinas  Nationalist  -propaganda, 
while  a  stupendous  amount  of  fren- 
zied logic  and  eloquence  has  been 
expended  to  unite  the  Chinese  peo- 
ple in  resentment  of  the  successes 
of  other  peoples  and  to  convince 
them  that  China  has  rights,  by  some 
sort  of  divine  endowment,  which 
must  be  the  more  Jealously  guarded 
the  more  she  forfeits  them,  but  of 
which  the  great  ogTe  nations  of  the 
world  seek  to  rob  her  The  incen- 
tive is  nowhere  to  Internal  improve- 
ment but  always  and  everywhere  to 
the  cultivation  of  anti-foreignism 
with  exaggerated  or  imaginary 
wrongs.

While  he  is  a  product  of  the  Vic- 
toria «T»,  Hardy  is  by  no  means  a 
Victorian  in  spirit,  but  belongs 
rather  to  the  Georgian  period.  In- 
deed, he  mav  well  be  considered  a 
"writer  of  the  day  Practically  all 
Victorian  literature  Ls  permeated 
with  the  idea  that  life  is  governed 
by  two  conscious  and  opposing 
forces:  good  and  ev il.  Ood  made 
the  world,  and  man.  and  saw  that 
they  were  good;  the  devil  tempting 
man.  and  man  giving  way  to  the 
devil,  have  made  the  world  evil. 
That  Ood  ultimately  would  triumph 
was  the  belief  of  all  optimists. 
Browning,  with  the  simple  cherie 
need  of  Plppa,  of  "God  s  in  His 
Henven.  all's  right  with  the  world  ; 
of  Tennyson,  who  saw  good  slowly 
evolving  out  of  experimental  stages 
To  Shelley  and  Swinbourne.  the 
powers  of  evil  were  the  powers  re- 
garded by  most  as  the  agents  of 
good.  Even  the  great  Goethe,  in 
his  Faust,  says  through  the  mouth 
of  Mephlstopholes  <the  devil):  "I 
am  part  of  the  power  which  would 
do  evil,  still  does  good  "  Similarly. 
In  Paradise  Lost,  the  devil  is  a 
necessary  part  of  the  drama,  of  the 
conflict  between  good  and  evil.  To 
the  prophets  of  "revolt"  like  Shel- 
ley and  Swinbourne.  law.  property, 
the  social  order,  the  churches,  were 
the  forces  of  evil.

In  a  part  of  England  that  he  calls 
Wessex"  would  be  a  fair  answer 
It  would  be  more  adequate  to  .say 
that  Hardy  deals  with  the  struggles 
of  individual  human  wills  against 
the  power  that  rules  the  world  He 
set*  forth  no  philosophy  of  life 
Had  he  done  so  he  would  scarcely 
be  the  artist  that  he  is.

Root  pruning  of  fri^it  trees  Is  a 
trrm^ndous  operation  that  no  one 
wlU  wish  to  undertake  unless  assured 
of  beneficial  rer.ult.s.  It  i*  as  well, 
therefore,  to  be  sure  that  root  prun- 
|  inc  is  needed  beiore  taking  the  mat- 
:  t<>r  In  hand.  If  a  tree  Ls  bearing  well 
let  it  alone. 

Some  tree.s.  however,  require  sys- 
tematic root  pruning.   A  tree  planted 
I  in  rich  soil  nr  a  soil  that  is  very  re- 
;  tentive  of  moisture,  such  as  clay,  is 
'  encouraged   to  send   down   st  rong 
'  roots  to  a  very  great  depth  This 
causes  the  growth  of  n  mass  of 
;  shoots  and  leaves  to  the  detriment 
i  of  fruit  production.    The  tree  flour- 
ishes and  expands,  but  it  produces 
,  Utile  fruit. 

Its  activities  must  be  checked.  It 
is  of  little  use  to  prune  the  branches 
or  shoots,  for  the  vigorous  ire** 
promptly  repairs  the  damage  by  pro- 
ducing a  greater  number  of  shoots, 
thus  making  matters  worse  than 
they  were  before  the  pruning  took 
place. 

A  more  severe  check  must  be  given, 
and  this  is  best  done  by  attacking 
the  thick  roots.  It  is  well  to  remem- 
ber that  as  soon  as  a  root  Ls  cut 
through  It  acts  in  exactly  the  same 
way  as  the  branch;  that  Ls.  it  .vnds 
out  a  number  of  fine  roots  from  the 
cut  portion.  In  thLs  case,  however, 
the  action  Ls  beneficial,  because 
around  the  cut  part  a  mass  of  fi- 
brous roots  is  formed,  and  these, 
being  necessarily  near  the  surface, 
receive  light,  air  and  moisture  which 
induce  fruit  formation  instead  of 
rank  growth  Furthermore,  these 
roots  may  be  fed  by  the  cardener. 
which  Ls  an  advantage  In  the  stimu- 
lating of  fruit  production  It  can 
j  be  seen  that  this  cannot  take  place 
in  the  case  of  large  roots  deeply 
buried  in  the  ground

The  construction  system  followed  could  be  any 
of  the  standard  tvpes  Hollow  tile  would  provide 
strong  waUs  and  a  good  base  Tor  the  stucco  exterior, 
or  the  house  might  be  built  after  the  wood  frame 
construction  system,  protected  with  fire-safe 
materials.  With  wood  frame  construction,  the 
stucco  should  be  reinforced  with  a  strong  steel 
lubric  nailed  to  the  mineral  sheathing

And  to  add  to  these  strength  savers 
come  new  floor  coverings 

It  was  only  rarely,  in  the  days  of 
our  grandmothers,  that  any  other 
than  wood  floors  were  found  in  the 
home  Hut  now.  just  as  Ihe  kero- 
sene lamp.  Ihe  pump  In  the  kitchen 
and  such  "old-fashioned"  devices 
are  being  discarded,  so  wood  floors 
are  giving  place,  gradually,  to  floors 
rovered  with  linoleum 

Linoleum  of  the  present  day  Is 
not  the  •floor  oilcloth"  of  an  older 
day.  either,  but  a  new  permanent 
linoleum  The  linoleum -covered 
floors  are  planned  to  fit  the  room, 
as  well  as  to  save  labor.  They  have 
color  and  beauty.  One  Is  not  lim- 
ited to  the  old  floor  shades  of  yel- 
low "and  brown  Linoleum  brings 
two-lone  grey,  soft  green  and  other 
colored  floors  that  really  express  the 
spirit  of  that  room. 

i  iu.hi  \  \  dm  oi;  i  i  on- 
Floors  of  this  type  are  recom- 
mended by  the  best  decorators, 
whose  advice  la  furnishing  a  home 
is  always  to  choose  the  floors  first 
Since  it  is  the  foundation  of  the 
room,  the  floor  sh  «uld  always  be 
darker  In  color  than  the  rest  of  the 
furnishings.  Then,  when  the  floor 
Is  decided  upon,  the  wall  finish,  of 
a  neutral  shade,  can  be  selected. 
These  are  followed  bv  woodwork  to 
harmonize  with  floor  and  walls.  And 
then  come  drapes  and  other  fur- 
nishings These  can  be  as  bright 
or  as  subdued  in  color  tone  as  one 
wishes.
